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Bancroft School: 
Too many 


people = bad air

| omething’s in the air at Bancroft Ele- 
¥ mentary School, and some people are 


concerned it may be Causing headaches 
and sinus infections or aggravating condi- 
tions such as asthma and bronchitis. 

Two state environmental experts have 
assessed the dry air at Bancroft and deter- 
mined carbon dioxide levels in most of the 
building are above what the state considers 
an acceptable level, 

Overcrowding at the school may be part of 
the problem. It appears there are simply too 
many people exhaling in the building. 

“As carbon dioxide levels rise, it indicates 
that the ventilating system is malfunctioning 
or the design occupancy of the room is being 
exceeded,” said the report from the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Public Health. 

Because of its open classroom design, par- 
ents have long contended that Bancroft has 
been hardest hit by the system-wide enroll- 
ment increase. Its population is well above 
the number the school was designed to han- 
dle 

“There’s two ways of getting” excessive 
levels of carbon dioxide, said Eric Nad- 
worny, School Committee member, who has 
children in the building. “You have bad ven- 
tilation or a lot of people. I think it’s a little 
bit of both at Bancroft.”

‘ school he attended, David M. Under- 
wood, president of the board of trustees at 
Phillips Academy, and his family have 
pledged a gift of $10 million to the four-year 
independent high school. 

Barbara Landis Chase, Phillips Academy 
head of school, made a surprise announce- 
ment of the gift last weekend at a dinner held 
in the Memorial Gymnasium to honor retir- 
ing faculty members and a retiring charter 
trustee. The $10 million gift, said Ms. Chase, 
is the largest single gift in the 219-year histo- 
ry of Phillips Academy. 

“We are overwhelmed by David Under- 
wood’s generosity,” she said. “His leadership 
gift goes to the heart of our highest priori- 
ties: supporting excellence in our teaching 
faculty and strengthening our sense of com- 
munity by restoring our most beloved gath- 
ering space.” 

About $4 million of the Underwoods’ gift 
will be used to restore, renovate and make 
safety and accessibility improvements to 
Cochran Chapel.

Chief cook and bottle-washer

eorge Dukas _ feeds 
Andover. And when it’s 
sick, Andover gets his 


famous chicken rice soup. 

“Everybody who gets a bad 
cold in the wintertime comes 
here and gets that soup,” Mr. 
Dukas said last week. 

Mr. Dukas, 55, of 3 Dean Cir- 
cle, is chief cook and bottle wash- 
er — and owner — of The Lantern 
Brunch diner at Olde Andover 
Village on Main Street. Though 
the Lantern Brunch always had 
its own crowd, it became every- 
body’s lunch spot in town after 
Ford’s coffee shop closed on 
Main Street a few years ago. 
“Now it’s the only Mom-and-Pop 
place left,” Mr. Dukas said. 

When Mr. Dukas broke his 
ankle a year and a half ago, it 
was Tom Koravos, former Ford’s 
owner, who helped work the grill 
at the Lantern Brunch. 

Now dining at the Lantern 
Brunch is almost a prerequisite 
for doing business in town. “All 
the lawyers in town, the town 
manager, all the bank presi- 
dents” eat here, Mr. Dukas said. 

‘Along with the homemade 
specials - meatloaf, chicken pie 
and Greek dishes such as stuffed 
cabbage or spinach pie - diners 
might get an earful about town 
business. 

“T’ve listened to a lot of people 
~ comments on the way the 
town’s run, anything. We have a 
lot of town meetings here,” Mr. 
Dukas said. But he doesn’t pass 
things along, and he avoids poli- 
tics. “I try to say neutral. I don’t 
want to take sides.” 

Some who have visited the 
spot were only passing through. 
“T used to have the Kennedy boys 
when they were going to Phillips 
~ John John and his cousin, 
Patrick.” 

Mr. Dukas started in the busi- 
' ness in 1970, when he bought 


" until 4 or 5 p.m. He’s too tired to 


Andover Spa. He bought the 
Lantern Brunch 21 years ago, 
April 1, 1976, April Fool’s Day. 
(The Lantern Brunch opened in 
1969. Before that, Susie Sweets 
bakery was in that location.) 

When he bought the Lantern 
Brunch, Mr. Dukas’ father and 
mother, James and Angela, 
helped run it. “They helped me 
get started in the beginning — he 
showed me all his cooking,” Mr. 
Dukas said. “He was in the 
restaurant business all his life.” 

His father died last year, but 
his mother still works with him 
Mondays. His wife, Priscilla, also 
works with him. 

Mr. Dukas just about lives at 
the place. He and his five part- 
time employees keep it open for 
breakfast and lunch six days a 
week, 6:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. Break- 
fast is served any time. The cof- 
fee is regular or decaf, none of 
the flavored choices of the spe- 
cialty breakfast shops in town. 

“As long as they don’t sell 
bacon and eggs, I’ll let them sell 
their bagels,” Mr. Dukas said. 

He gets to work at 5:45 a.m. 
and often doesn’t finish cleaning 


do much when he’s not at work, 
though he recently started play- 
ing golf. Otherwise, he may go 
for a ride to the beach Sunday. 

He once had ideas of expand- 
ing, but he doesn’t think about 
that any longer, not at “my age.” 
But he is not ready to retire. 

The Dukases have two chil- 
dren, Maria Gudinas, 27, and 
Jimmy, 26, both of whom worked 
at the Brunch when they were 
younger. Mr. Dukas said that, 
despite the long hours, the busi- 
ness has allowed him to raise a 


family and put his kids through 


college. He said business has 
been good the past few years. 


His secret to success? “I 
always like to give nice, friendly 


service.”

Mark Anderson jailed

Mark J. Anderson, formerly of 99 Shaw- 
sheen Road and unofficial watchdog for the 
Andover High School building project, was 
led from court in handcuffs last Wednesday, 
April 30, after pleading guilty to 18 counts of 
larceny. He will serve at least 18 months of a 
two-year sentence at the Essex County Jail in 
Middleton. 

Mr. Anderson’s plea bargain in Essex 
County District Court in Lawrence avoided a 
trial and, if he’d been convicted, a longer jail 
term. 

Mr. Anderson, who opened The Edge 
sports shop in Dundee Park last fall, was 
charged with accepting payments totaling 
$38,000 from a number of different people for 
goods and services he failed to provide. The 
allegations included taking payments for 
boilers he was supposed to purchase and 
install but never did, taking money for hock- 
ey equipment he never ordered, and having a 
synthetic rink for testing ice skates installed 


at his sporting goods shop but paying for it 
with a bad check. 

In addition to the jail time, Mr. Anderson 
must repay the $38,000 to his victims over the 
next six years. If he fails to maintain a pay- 
ment schedule arranged by the court, an 
additional two-and-a-half year suspended 
sentence will be invoked. In that case, he 
would have to serve at least roughly another 
20 months in jail. Some of the repayment 
could be covered by his returning goods he 
purchased but didn’t pay for. 

Mr. Anderson’s financial troubles first 
surfaced last November when he was arrest- 
ed and charged on warrants for passing bad 
checks and not providing services for which 
he’d been paid. Several other arrests followed 
as more allegations were brought against 
him. 

Some of his victims, including some for- 
mer neighbors, alleged he used money he 
took from them to open his sports store at 3 
Dundee Park. The store has since closed.

In what has become another sure sign of 
spring, parents Friday night again flocked to 
a common site and waited out the night 
together to register their children for the 
popular Shawsheen Extended Day program. 

Fortunately, Saturday morning’s registra- 
tion may have marked the end of the sleep- 
over era, said Sydney Bialo, SHED adminis- 
trator. 

That’s because SHED is in the process of 
securing funding and Planning-Board 
approval for a new facility that should pro- 
vide enough space to end parents’ all-out - 
and all-night — efforts. 

Up until now, working parents in particu- 
lar have been willing to sleep in line because 
they desperately want to get their children 
into SHED’s relatively small before- and 
after-school program. 

“They (parents) set an all-time record for 
coming early this year. They started coming 
at 4 in the afternoon (Friday) and by 9 at 
night there were 30 people here,” said Ms. 
Bialo. “With the advent of cell phones they 
can all call each other.” 

Registration began at 8 a.m. Saturday and 
lasted about a half hour. As usual, parents 
brought food, chairs and even a tent to help 
with their wait. 


Currently, SHED has space for 38 children 
in the morning program, which is filled by 
students who have afternoon kindergarten 
classes. There are also 38 slots for students in 
the afternoon program, which makes a total 
of 76 half-day slots for the time before 3 p.m. 

However, SHED only has those same 38 
slots for students between 3 and 6 p.m. when 
the demand for space is at its highest. 

Although SHED’s new space will have 50 
such full-day slots, Ms. Bialo said for next 
year, while the new facility is being built, 
“We have more full-day people than we’re 
going to be able to accommodate.”

Community celebrates school, —

tudents, parents, residents and even a 
few former principals admired reno- 
vated Sanborn Elementary School 
Sunday, during a rededication program and 
tour that showcased $4 million in improve- 
ments to the school.

PTO), inline-skating and reading a book. 

“He’s more animated now. You can take 
him and put him in different scenarios,” said 
Ms. Layne. “You can’t just have a mascot on 
a piece of paper. He needs to be able to come 
out and do things.” 

Although the new music room is being 
used for classroom space, and some minor 
construction work still remains to be done, 
Jade Reitman, Sanborn principal since 1992, 
talked about how the renovated building 
allowed students and teachers to come out 
and do more things than they could in the 
past. 

“The office/tutorial space for special ser- 
vices is just wonderful. You can’t teach some 
things in the back of a classroom or in a hall- 
way” as teachers did before the renovation 
project, said Dr. Reitman. 

The day was also a nice one for officials 
such as Jim Marsh, School Building Commit- 
tee chairman, who has heard his share of 
complaints about the Andover High School 
job. 

“It’s wonderful. I’m looking forward to 
wrapping it all up this time next year,” said 
Mr. Marsh, with a chuckle and a nod to the 
on-going High School project. “I was over at 
South the other day. It’s vibrant. Things are 
shiny. There are things on the walls. It’s all 
part of creating the environment for learning 
within the schools.”

PUT A CHARITABLE REMAINDER TRUST TO WORK 

As a small-business owner, Y ar may well be active in your community. If you 
donate time, money and effort to a charity, hospital, university or other 
organization, you obviously want to see it do well. 

One way you can help it succeed is through a chanitable remainder trust. When 
you set up tis iS type of trust, you can provide the organization you care about with 
some solid financial support — and you'll be helping your own estate planning, as 
well. 

How it works. You'll want to contribute appreciated assets — closely held 
shares of your business, other stocks, real estate, etc. — to the organization for 
whom you choose to establish the trust.

my parents’ house, laughter 
lh was always a standard item 

on the supper menu. With 
two parents, each with a keen sense of 
humor, having seven children, well, it 
seemed that laughter was never in 
short supply.

between their names. 

Just like in a month with 30 or 31 
days. The 24th and the 31st share their 
space on a four-week grid. 

“And he always gets top billing,” I 
can still hear her laughing, to family 
and friends, 

As if to demonstrate the fine line 
between family joke and obsession, 
there were a few years in a row, rough- 
ly correlating with the Celts’ streak of 
world championships in the ’60s, that 
we actually made her add his name, in 
icing, to her birthday cake. She never 
seemed to mind sharing her day - one 
year even adding his “#17” in green to 
the frosting on top. 


About 10 years ago, I was looking at 
the portfolio of a commercial photogra- 
pher whose Credits included shooting 
Mr. HavliceK in color, palming a bas- 
ketball, for the cover of a health maga- 
zine. So I told her the story. She said 
he’d love it — be sure to tell him if you 
ever meet him.

Shaking 
hands, I told him how my mother had 
“accommodated” her four sons year 
after year with good humor, and that 
she’d love to have his autograph. His 
whole table exploded with laughter. 

Smiling, he wrote “Dear Mary, 
Birthday Lady, Enjoy Our Day - April 
8. Best regards, John Havlicek. 

“Let me gét this straight,” one of his 
associates said. “You made her share 
her cake?” “Yes, we did.” 

I called My mom on her birthday 
last month, a Tuesday morning, and we 
talked for about an hour. I wanted her 
to know that she was getting top billing 
this year, that I was calling her first, 
then Havlicek. 

Now her grandchildren are also 
making her laugh. She told me about 
my 4-year-old niece, pretending to talk 
to a “client” about a “sale” that wasn’t 
working out. 

“Oh that’s too bad. Do you wanna 
have lunch? Let me get my book. Hold 
on just a minute, please.” 

Still laughing from our talk, I put 
the dog outside, got behind the wheel, 
started the car, and turned on the 
radio. 

“Today’s rock ’n’ roll birthdays 
include former Celtic legend John 
Havlicek. Number 17 turns 57 today.” 

Happy birthday, Mom. And happy 
Mother’s Day.

The School Com- 
mittee took the 
unusual step Tues- 
day night of volun- 
tarily saying the 
superintendent and 
assistant superinten- 
dent aren’t being 
paid enough under 
their existing con- 
tracts. It then paid 
the school leaders 
more money. 

Acknowledging 
she was “doing 
something a little dif- 
ferently,” Tina Gird- 
wood, committee 
chairwoman, award- 
ed Dick Neal, super- 
intendent, a $5,200 
bonus and a 3.5 per- 
cent salary increase 
for the next school 
year, beginning July 
1, 1997. Mr. Neal’s 
salary for 1996 was 
$90,152. 

The committee 
had recently finished 
reviewing Mr. Neal’s 
work and the bonus 
was a way of reward- 
ing the superinten- 
dent for his efforts 
during the past year, 
said Ms. Girdwood. 

The committee 
then handed Marinel 
McGrath, assistant 
superintendent, a 5.9 
percent salary 
increase effective 
Sept. 1, 1997. Her 1996 
salary was $75,535. 

“We find her work 
to be of exceptional 
quality,” said Eric 
Nadworny, commit- 
tee secretary. 

Both votes were 
approved 3-0-1, with 
Ms. Girdwood, Mr. 
Nadworny and 
Frank “Skip” Eccles 
supporting the deci- 
sions. David Birn- 
bach was absent 
from the meeting 
and Tim McCarron 
abstained from both 
votes. 

But Mr. McCar- 
ron’s abstentions 
were not a sign that 
he disapproves of 
either Mr. Neal’s or 
Ms. McGrath’s work, 
he said. 

Mr. McCarron 
said he did not feel 
he had been a com- 
mittee member long 
enough .to accurately 
judge if the adminis- 


trators deserved 
such a raise. Mr. 
McCarron and Mr. 
Eccles became com- 
mittee members at 
the end of March. 
“Primarily, as a 
new member... I 
don’t think it’s prop- 
er that I should be 
reviewing their past 
year’s work,” he 
said. “It’s not a nega- 
tive comment 
against either one, 
nor is it a negative 
comment against my 
colleagues. I needed 
more facts and fig- 
ures to justify an 
increase in pay. 
“Philosophically, 
I’m very fiscally con- 


servative. It just 
couldn’t sit (well) 
with me to justify an 
increase in pay,” 
said Mr. McCarron. 
“It is clearly not a 
statement of non- 
support for either of 
the candidates. 

Mr. McCarron 
indicated comparing 
the salaries of 
Andover’s top educa- 
tional specialists to 
others in the area 
played a role in the 
School Committee’s 
decision. 

“T know one con- 
cern was Marinel 
was being paid less 
than some princi- 
pals. I know she was 


being paid less than 
other assistant 
superintendents in 
Eastern Mas- 
sachusetts,” he said. 
“I think Marinel’s 
been doing a heck of 
a job, but I often 
have problems with 
large increases. I 
need time to study 
and pursue it. But 
clearly, (his absten- 
tion) is not a sign of 
non-support.” 

Four of Andover’s 
eight school heads 
made more than Ms. 
McGrath last year - 
Ellen Parker, 
Charles Friel, Floyd 
McManus and Eileen 
Woods.

Susan Dalton says she’s not retiring 
from politics, she’s just taking a TV 
timeout. 

Speaking at a tribute dinner orga- 
nized by her husband, Charles 
“Bucky” Dalton, last Thursday, Ms. 
Dalton told friends, family and political 
opponents and allies that although 
she’s not running for office again, she 
hasn’t walked off the political land- 
scape either.

The egg timers referred to one of Ms. 
Dalton’s controversial decisions to use 
a timer to limit people’s discussion 
during the community-input portion of 
the School Committee meetings. 

But Ms. Dalton had the last laugh 
during her night. She also brought a 
timer to the tribute dinner, she said, 
and, according to the timer, all of the 
speakers spoke for too long.

may be causing students and teachers 
to be sick, members of the Bancroft 
community planned to meet Wednes- 
day night after the Townsman wen to 
press. 

Norah McCarthy, Bancroft princi- 
pal, said maintenance employees were 
working to improve ventilation and fix 
problem areas before the results of the 
state report were made available. 

Ms. McCarthy said the meeting was 
planned to inform parents of what is 
being done to correct the problem and 
to take comments from them. 

“We thought this was the best way 
to get out the information,” said Ms. 
McCarthy. “There’s certainly concern 
both from staff and parents. This was 
part of our school improvement plan, 
that something should be done and 
that we should have this study.” 

Because the concern came from the 
School Council of teachers, parents 
and community members, Ms. 
McCarthy said she believes people feel 
comfortable there’s a process in place 
to handle the problem. 

“Because we started this process 
through the School Improvement 
Council, I think we avoided panic,” she 
said. “I haven’t received any phone 
calls from parents who want to keep 
their children home. We tried to keep 
them informed.” 


Report findings 

The air test was taken at the request 
of the superintendent because “faculty 
at the school have complained of sinus 
infections, headaches, asthma, aller- 
gies, bronchitis, and eye and throat 
irritation. A concern was also raised 
about cancer incidence among the 
occupants of the school,” said the 
report. 

Fourteen Bancroft people have been 
diagnosed with cancer over at least a 
10-year period, including two students 
with bone cancer. 

But the report stated the variety of 
cancers and the latency period, or time 
between the onset of cancer and its 
diagnosis, indicated it was unlikely the 
school played a role in the cancers’ 
development. 

The report did say “Inadequate ven- 
tilation and/or elevated temperatures 
are major causes of complaints such as 
respiratory, eye, nose and throat irrita- 
tion, lethargy and headaches.” 

The state tested the carbon dioxide 
level in 24 rooms, including the school 
gymnasium, and found the level to be

higher than its “acceptable” range in 
the gym and 19 other rooms. 

All areas tested higher than the 
state’s “preferred” level for school 
buildings of 600 part per million (ppm) 
or lower. 

At Tuesday’s School Committee 
meeting, Dick Neal, superintendent, 
downplayed the significance of the air- 
quality problem, noting the levels were 
well below the national standards for 
buildings. 

None of the areas tested came close 
to approaching the carbon-dioxide 
standard of 5,000 ppm set by the Occu- 
pational Safety and Health Administra- 
tion (OSHA). Only three rooms had 
readings above 1000 ppm. 

“IT think primarily it was an air-flow 
situation,” said Mr. Neal. “The two 
important things are there’s no danger 
to anyone there, and the maintenance 
department has been very attentive 
there and will continue to be.” 

But Philip Boxell, a parent and envi- 
ronmental lawyer for 17 years, told the 
committee, “That report strikes me as 
more serious.” 

“We’re really not sure at this 
moment what that air quality is,” he 
said. “This report needs to be 


scrutinized carefully.” 

Mr. Boxell said one scientist he 
talked with called the report superfi- 
cial, and Mr. Boxell noted that Ban- 
croft has about 80 students above 
capacity. The town has about 160 ele- 
mentary stidents more than recom- 
mended capacity. He suggested a com- 
mittee member should attend Wednes- 
day’s meeting at Bancroft. 

“My take is it’s premature to judge 
the significance,” Mr. Boxell said after 
the meeting. “I don’t mean to disagree 
with Dick, but I do think it needs to be 
looked at more carefully.” 

Committee members told Mr. Boxell 
the Bancroft issue was an important 
one for them, but Wednesday night 
they had a joint meeting with the 
School Building Committee planned. 

“If the number-one priority is not 
the safety of these kids, then I myself 
am very remiss — and I should add the 
safety of the staff as well,” said Tim 
McCarron, committee member. “I 
think this issue shows we clearly need 
a 5-8 middle school because it will take 
out the fifth grade.” 

Committee members said municipal 
maintenance had been working to 
increase ventilation in the school. 


According to the report, there are 
problems throughout the building. The 
level of humidity is also an issue. The 
state recommends a relative humidity 
of 40 to 60 percent, but no room had a 
relative humidity above 18 percent. 

“In a number of areas, dead spaces 
without air movement were created by 
blocking... open spaces and passages 
with boxes and other materials,” the 
report also stated. “Univents were 
turned off or blocked by books and oth- 
er teaching materials. The univent 
fresh air intakes are located at ground 
level, which could lead to capture of 
exhaust from motor vehicles idling 
outside first floor windows.” 

Mr. Nadworny suggested a follow-up 
test will be necessary to see if munici- 
pal maintenances changes helped 
address the problem. 

“How can you tell what the test 
means?” asked Mr. Nadworny. “If we 
test it again at the end of the year we 
can see if there’s a measurable 
change.” 


It’s possible the schools could con- 
sider portable classrooms earlier than 
expected at Bancroft to handle the 
overcrowding. .

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Larry Redding’s 
community responded 


Editor, Townsman: 

How grateful we are that you contacted us 
after hearing that my husband, Larry Red- 
ding, had been rushed to the hospital after a 
bad fall in the house. 

Though I’m sure you remember, we’ll 
briefly update you. Larry is a police officer in 
Wilmington and was critically injured in a 
car accident while on duty (per the general 
laws of the state of Mass., Chapter 41). 

After surviving nearly fatal head injuries 
and a three-week coma at Lahey, with the 
doctor’s prognosis at Lahey Clinic being that 
Larry would be in a persistent vegetative 
state and the plug should be pulled, we fought 
to have him admitted to Northeast Rehab in 
Salem, N.H., an aggressive rehab that specifi- 
cally deals with brain injury (as well as other 
injury specialties). 

He did pull through, came out of a coma 
after three weeks at the rehab, and six weeks 
later was discharged from Northeast. 

However, we couldn’t keep him from 
falling once he was home. All the work at the 
rehab was being undone with each fall. Last 
Monday evening, he fell down a flight of 
stairs backward, was rushed via ambulance 
to the Lawrence General and diagnosed with 
a severely contused coccyx and minor head 
injury when his head smashed and dented 
our metal front door. 

We are so grateful to those in Andover 
who read (Townsman editor) Perry’s (Col- 
more) article and helped us immediately. 

To Roy, who donated three railings and 
brackets; to Calin Ille, the carpenter who 
installed the railings within a two-hour peri- 
od on Saturday evening during what is nor- 
mally his private time with his wife and chil- 
dren; and to attorney Tony Metaxas who 
helped put it all together for us, we are so 
grateful. 

Within days of the article, Larry had his 
railings and has not fallen since. From last 
Monday, when he had the bad fall, until Sat- 
urday, when the railings went up, he fell 
almost every day. The doctor required 24- 
hour supervision. Larry could no longer be 
alone at any time... not only difficult for us to 
manage, but demeaning to Larry. 

With the help of Tony, Calin, strangers 
who are now friends in Andover, our wonder- 
ful neighbors and our church family at 
BrookRidge Community Church, located in 
Andover, we are moving in a positive man- 
ner yet again. 

We are grateful and sincerely thankful to 
those in (and out of) Andover who heard of 
our need and helped us during this traumatic 


time. We thought the bad was all behind us 
when we were told Larry could come home. 
We had no idea of the troubles that lay ahead. 
Thank you Andover, and thank you Perry for 
helping us through what could have been an 
even more serious physically and emotional- 
ly alarming time.

Some thoughts 
on historic 
Shawsheen Village 


Editor, Townsman: 

I was interested to read the recent article 
concerning the proliferation of historical dis- 
tricts in the town of Andover. The most 
recent proposal involves the area known as 
the Shawsheen Village. The proposal is quite 
self evident to those who enjoy our distin- 
guished, architectural past. 

The article would lead us to believe that 
the Historical District Committee is an 
appointed board which serves in an advisory 
capacity to approve exterior building 
designs. This will ensure the architectural 
integrity of the older homes in the area. This 
would seem to be a reasonable endeavor 
involving little personal risk and yet offer 
profound cultural value. I would hope that 
most of us who admire these older homes 
would fully support a restoration project 
which complies with the guidelines of the 
Historical Committee. 

There is inherent trepidation in the words 
“approve” and “guidelines.” There is, unfor- 
tunately, a dilapidated older house, circa 
1900, on the corner of Tewksbury Street and 
Pole Hill Drive. It is considered “essential” in 
the newly designated historical district in the 
Ballardvale section of Andover. Jt has been 
an essential eye sore for 10 years, abandoned 
and for sale for two years, and recently sold 
at auction. It is a small, three-bedroom house 
with small closets, one bath, a living room 
and kitchen. The new owner is a very pleas- 
ant young man with a spouse and four small 
children. The plans were to build an 
addition, specifically a two-car garage with a 
bedroom/bathroom above and a breezeway 
between the house and new addition. The 
breezeway would expand the kitchen to a 
functional size and provide for an additional 
bathroom. 

There was also a provision to extend the 
farmer’s porch along the back of the house to 
enhance continuity of the entire home. The 
plans are completely fluid maintaining the 
architectural features of the original house 
as well as improving the property to become

A plan to demolish the house at 188 N. 
Main St. and to build a Walgreen Drug Store 
in its place may be hindered if it can be 
shown, as one resident has alleged, that the 
house dates back to the 1600s. 

A developer is proposing to build a Wal- 
green Drug Store with a drive-through pre- 


“scription window at the corner of Stevens 


and North Main streets. The first four houses 
on the west side of North Main Street, north 
of Stevens Street, would be demolished to 
make room for the store, parking and a drive- 
way if the plan is approved. 

The Planning Board will get its first look 
at the proposal at its next meeting, Tuesday, 
May 13. A public hearing is set for 8 p.m. 

“T believe it’s a 1600 house,” Clifford 
Wrigley, of 64 Red Spring Road, said last 
week. “This is a precious historic resource.”

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Custodians to clean up with new contract 


By Neil Fater 

Custodians may have just settled a new 
contract with the schools, but they’ll be back 
at the bargaining table again in just a matter 
of months. 

Andover’s school custodians, who had 
been working without a contract since July, 
recently agreed to a one-year settlement for 
the current school year, which ends June 30, 
1997. As a result, they’ll be without a con- 
tract again July 1. 

Bernie Tuttle, schools business manager, 
said he expects to begin negotiations regard- 
ing a new three-year deal during the fall. 

The School Committee unanimously 
approved the new one-year contract last 
week. It gives custodians a 3 percent wage 
increase but otherwise contains no changes 
in language from the previous contract. 

The lowest paid custodian, a junior custo- 
dian at step 1, goes from making $25,345 to 
bringing home $26,105. A senior custodian at 
the highest step will move from $31,268 in 
base pay to $32, 206. 

But custodians can bring home a great 
deal more than this as a result of overtime 
pay. Custodians may be paid overtime to 
handle special school or Department of Com- 
munity Services events, said Mr. Tuttle. 

Custodians can also receive as much as 4 
percent extra for longevity pay. Custodians 
begin receiving this type of extra pay if they 
have worked for the schools for five years or 
more. 


‘97-'98 school calendar 


While the administration has penciled in 
autumn for contract negotiations, they have 
set the 1997-1998 school calendar in ink. 

Although the committee has talked about 
making significant changes to the calendar 
in recent years, Dick Neal, superintendent, 
called the new schedule “a very traditional 
calendar.” 

Teachers will have two workshop days for 
preparation Sept. 2 and 3 before school opens 
Thursday, Sept. 4. The single, full, in-service 
day will be Tuesday, Nov. 4, the date of the 
national election. 

In other dating dialogue, the final day for 
the current school year has been set for Mon- 
day, June 23. It will be an early release day.

COMBATING ADVANCED GUM DISEASE

_.The Andover High men’s and 
women’s tennis teams both took a 
giant stride towards yet another Mer- 
rimack Valley Conference champi- 
onship, extending their first-place 
lead to two matches with victories 
over their closest pursuers on Mon- 
day. 

The AHS men, with a pivotal 
three-set, grind-it-out first doubles 
win from Alan Hibino and Pete 
Hughes, edged second-place Central 
Catholic, 3-2, while the Lady War- 
riors defeated runner-up Notre Dame 
Academy of Tyngsboro, 4-1.

Myocardial Ischemia, a daily dose of 
aspirin is four times more effective in 
reducing the risk of cardiac death in 
heart attack patients than previously 
thought.

More than 50 percent of lower limb 
amputations in the United States are 
performed on people with diabetes. 
That’s one reason regular visits to a 
podiatric physician are vital for people 
with this disease. 

Special tests show how far the dis- 
ease has progressed and may include: 
a Doppler test, which measures blood 
flow; the Semmes-Weinstein microfila- 
ment test, which checks the level of 
sensation in the foot; and X-rays. 

Patients can contribute to good test 
results by doing the following: 

* Wear well-fitting shoes. Poorly fit- 
ted shoes are involved in nearly half 
the problems that can lead to diabetic 
infections and the threat of amputa- 
tion. 

Wear comfortable footwear, such as 
a good walking shoe. Avoid heels, san- 
dals and pointed-toe shoes. 

* Wear thick, soft socks. Don’t wear 
elasticized, over-the-calf socks, or 
mended socks because they can cause 
blisters or other skin injuries. Never 
go barefoot, even on the beach or 
grassy areas. Wear socks at night if 
your feet are cold. Do not use a heating 
pad or hot water bottle. 

- Inspect feet daily. Look for cuts, 
bruises or sores. If it’s difficult to do 
this, use a mirror or get someone to 
help.

Another problem: Heart patients are 
confusing other painkillers on the mar- 
ket with aspirin. In fact, many people 
who have had heart attacks are mistak- 
enly taking other anti-inflammatory 
drugs that do not have the anti-clotting 
properties of aspirin. Aspirin, through 
its “platelet control effect,” helps pre- 
vent the blood clots that can create 
dangerous blood vessel blockages. 


Because the body replaces platelets 
every 10 days, regular use of aspirin is 
critical to ensure a constant anti-clot- 
ting level in the bloodstream. Aspirin 
irritates the lining of the stomach, so 
doctors often recommend _ that 
patients on a daily preventative regi- 
men take an enteric-coated aspirin to 
help protect the stomach from direct 
irritation. 

“If you have had any heart prob- 
lems, you should definitely consult 
your doctor about aspirin therapy,” 
says Dr. Fletcher. This study indicates 
that daily aspirin use could not only 
save lives, but should be a practical 
and inexpensive cornerstone of any 
heart patient’s long-term recovery 
plan.

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Colon cancer screening saves lives 


Deaths from colorectal cancer - the 
nation’s number two killer cancer - 
could be dramatically reduced by 
annually screening all men and women 
age 50 and older who are considered at 
“average risk” for developing the dis- 
ease, according to new national guide- 
lines published in the medical journal 
Gastroenterology 

Colon cancer is a killer that prefers 
to work covertly and quietly, according 
to the American Gastroenterological 
Association, one of the five medical 
groups that published the guidelines 
The key is to catch the killer early, 
before the damage can be done 
Technology to detect pre-cancerous 
cells before they become dangerous 
now exists 

According to the American Cancer 
Society, an estimated 135,000 new 
colorectal cancer are diag: 
nosed each year, and nearly 55,000 
people die from the disease annually 
About 75 percent of all new cases 
occur in men and women with no 
known risk factors for the disease, 
other than their age. Even for these 
men and women the guidelines recom- 
mend an annual take-home test for 
blood in the stool and an examination 
of the lower colon every five years 

The recommendation for “increased 
risk” individuals (people with close rel- 
atives who have had colorectal cancer 
or people with a history of inflamma 
tory bowel disease) is that the screen 
ings should begin at age 40

CHICAGO - Iron deficiency and 
iron deficiency anemia remain signifi- 
cant problems for many toddlers, ado- 
lescent girls and women of childbear- 
ing age, according to an article in a 
recent issue of The Journal of the 


American Medical Association 
(JAMA). 
Anne C. Looker, Ph.D., and col- 


leagues from the National Center for 
Health Statistics, Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, Hyattsville, 
Maryland, studied 24,894 people aged 
one year and older. The subjects were 
examined in the third National Health 
and Nutrition Examination Survey 
(NHANES IID, from 1988 to 1994. 


rhe researchers found that nine per- 
cent of children aged one to two years 
were iron deficient, and three percent 
of the toddlers had iron deficiency ane- 
mia. Nine to 11 percent of adolescent 
girls and young women showed iron 
deficiency. Iron deficiency anemia was 
found among two to five percent of the 
women and girls 

The researchers write: “Iron defi- 
ciency was twice as high or greater in 
minority women as compared to white 
women. [ron deficiency was also more 
common among poor women, those 
with less education, and those who 
had more children.” 


Iron deficiency is a lack of an adequate amount 
of iron in the blood. Iron deficiency anemia is a 
lack of a sufficient amount of iron and also a 
low level of hemoglobin. Iron deficiency can 


have many negative effects on health, including 
changes in immune function, cognitive 
development, temperature regulation, energy 
metabolism, and work performance. 


The researchers say their findings 
indicate a significant 
Americans with this nutritional condi- 
tion: “ ... based on the most recent U.S. 
Bureau of the Census data, the preva- 
lences observed in this study translate 
into 7.8 million adolescent girls and 
women of childbearing age with iron 
deficiency; of these, approximately 3.3 
million have iron deficiency anemia. 
Estimates for toddlers show approxi- 
mately 700,000 with iron deficiency 
and approximately 240,000 of these 
with iron deficiency anemia.” 


A relatively high prevalence of iron 
deficiency was noted in the United 
States in the late 1960's. Since then,

efforts to combat the problem have 


successfully reduced anemia in some 
vulnerable subgroups, — including 
infants

Among children in the study group, 
the prevalence of iron deficiency 


Millions estimated to be iron deficient in U.S. 


declined in those aged three to five, 
and in those aged six to 11. Only one 
percent of the children in those two 
age groups had iron deficiency anemia 


Iron deficiency and iron deficiency 
anemia were found among one percent 
or fewer of teenaged boys and young 
adult men. The prevalence was only 
slightly higher among middle-aged and 
older men. 


The prevalence among women over 
the age of 50 was lower than among 
women of childbearing age, but still 
higher than among men. 


The researchers point out that the 
prevalence of iron deficiency anemia 
among young children has been 
reduced over the past 20 to 30 years. 
They suggest it “may be due to 
increased use of iron fortified infant 
formula and improved bioavailability 
of iron used to fortify infant foods.” 


They continue: “Given the potential 
for psychomotor impairment associat- 
ed with iron deficiency anemia in 
infants, it is important to continue to 
try to reduce the prevalence further. In 
addition, this age group should contin- 
ue to be monitored for iron deficiency 
in population surveys.” 


Young adults encouraged to bone up on healthy eating and proper nutrition 


In an effort to prevent Osteoporosis 
from affecting the lives of the Bay 
State's younger generation, the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health (MDPH) strongly recommends 
that young adults bone up on healthy 
eating habits and proper nutrition. 

As part of the Osteoporosis 
Awareness Program, the MDPH is offer- 
ing ups on bone-smart eating aimed at 
increasing calcium intake. According 
to the U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
at a time when building bone mass is 
critical, approximately 86 percent of 
tecnage girls and 65 percent of teenage 
boys are not getting the calcium they 
need: at least 1,200 mg per day. 

Osteoporosis is a disease character- 
ized by low bone mass and the struc- 
tural deterioration of bone tissue. It is 
referred to as a “silent disease” because 
its symptoms can go unnoticed for 
years. Often the first sign of osteoporo- 
sis is a painful fracture. 

Commonly thought of as an older 
person’s condition, Osteoporosis can 
strike at any age and often has its 
beginnings during late adolescence 
through age 24. Although bones have 
stopped growing in length by this peri- 
od, they continue to grow in strength 
and density. During these critical devel- 
opment years, new bone is added to 
the skeleton faster than old bone is 
removed. This process continues at a 
fast pace until peak bone mass is 
achieved. When young adults reach 


their thirties, bone removal begins to 
exceed bone replacement. Individuals 
who do not reach their maximum peak 
bone mass are more likely to develop 
Osteoporosis. In order to prevent the 
disease, it is essential that this age 
group get enough calcium. 

According to Christina Economos, 
Ph.D., director of the Osteoporosis 
Awareness Program at the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health and professor of nutrition at 
Tufts University, “Many busy young 
adults are making poor food choices 
because they feel pressured for time 
and don’t know what healthy eating 
habits to adopt. This age group may 
understand the need for calcium but 
not know which foods are rich in this 
mineral. Young adults need to know 
that they have many healthy food 
options to choose from when it comes 
to bone-smart eating.” 

“Young adults need to realize the 
importance of maintaining a balance 
between exercise and a diet rich in cal- 
cium. This age group needs to under- 
stand that they may be at risk for 
developing osteoporosis. At 27, I was 
diagnosed with osteoporosis. | wish I 
had known in high school how impor- 
tant it is to not take your bones for 
granted but to think about them from 
an early age. Young people should 
know that this disease can happen to 
them and they should feel empowered 
to begin prevention at an early age,” 


said Jill Nye-McKeown, MS, RD, at 
Tufts Health Plan. 

Increasing daily calcium intake can 
be achieved by making simple adjust- 
ments to the diet. The following are 
easy tips to add calcium to a busy day. 
Breakfast 

* Mix a spoonful of crunchy cereal 
into a carton of low-fat yogurt. 

* Use skim milk instead of water 
when mixing up a bowl of hot oatmeal. 

- Try a low-fat yogurt-juice drink as 
your breakfast beverage. 

Lunch 

- Opt for a carton of skim milk 
instead of juice or soda. 

- Add a slice of low-fat cheese to 
sandwiches. 

- Top a steaming baked potato with 
plain low-fat yogurt and chives. 

- Sprinkle low-fat cheese on top of 
soup. 

* Use skim milk instead of water 
when preparing tomato soup. 

Dinner 

- Indulge in pizza with low-fat moz- 
zarella extra cheese and lots of green 
vegetables. 

- Toss your favorite pasta with a 
“very-dairy” sauce (puree low-fat cot- 
tage or part-skim ricotta cheese with 
fresh basil and oregano). 

* Start your meal with a salad tossed 


with plenty of grated parmesan 
cheese. 
“Milk, yogurt and cheese are the 


best sources of Calcium and are tasty 


and convenient, too,” according to 
Laura Cooper, MBA, RD, director of 
continuing education at the New 
England Dairy & Food Council. “For 
calorie and fat-conscious teens, low-fat 
and non-fat dairy products are great 
choices. They provide just as much 
bone-building calcium as traditional 
dairy products with little or no fat. 
Dairy foods rank high on the list of 
quick and nutritious after-school 
snacks.” Cooper suggests a glass of ice- 
cold chocolate milk or hot cocoa made 
with milk and a dash of cinnamon.

- And finally, would my previous 
exercise experiences lead me _ to 
believe that I will like or dislike the 
activity I’m considering? Your respons- 
es should offer insight to both your 
exercise personality and your psycho- 
logical makeup, helping you to make 
an appropriate fitness choice. Most 
individuals are attracted to fitness 
activities that “feel good” or accommo- 
date both their physical and emotional 
preferences. Most importantly, finding 
your exercise niche will greatly 
increase your odds of success.

Osteoporosis: 


Osteoporosis: It’s that brittle bone 
disease that women sometimes get, a 
disease that men never get, and cer- 
tainly not a disease that can kill you. 
Right? Wrong. 

That's how the majority of 1,000 
men incorrectly responded to a recent 
Gallup survey taken to determine just 
Mow much men know about the dis- 
ease that causes almost as many fatali- 
ties a year as prostate cancer. 

Funded by the National 
Osteoporosis Foundation (NOF), the 
survey quizzed men on their bone 
smarts, and found that while 70 per- 
cent of men thought a woman was at 
least “somewhat likely” to develop 
osteoporosis, less than half thought it 
was somewhat likely for a man to 
develop. Only 14 percent knew that 


Osteoporosis could Cause Curvature of 


the spine, and less than 10 percent 
knew that osteoporosis could cause 
permanent crippling. 

“Most of the men surveyed thought 
they couldn't get osteoporosis. But 
they can and do,” said NOF president, 
Dr. Robert Lindsay. “Even more alarm- 
ing, of the nearly 100,000 men who 
break their hip every year due to osteo- 
porosis, up to 30 percent of them may 
die within a year.” 

In addition to the 1.5 million men 


Men need to be concerned with it too 


who have osteoporosis, another 3.5 
million are at risk for developing the 
disease. As they age, men, like women, 
experience a decrease in the hormones 
that contribute to keeping bones 
strong. In men, when testosterone 
decreases due to age or disease, bone 


mass declines and a fall or even a golf 


swing can Cause a fracture. 

Risk factors include a family history 
of the disease, long-term use of certain 
medications like steroids, smoking, 
and consuming more than moderate 
amounts of alcohol. 

Prevention is the first line of defense 
against Osteoporosis. For both men and 
women a comprehensive program to 
prevent osteoporosis includes a Calci- 
um rich diet with vitamin D, exercise 
and a healthy lifestyle. There are sever- 
al good sources of calcium, the basic 
building block of bone, such as skim or 
low-fat milk, no-fat yogurt, broccoli, 
and canned salmon. Unfortunately, 
many men don’t realize that they aren't 
consuming enough calcium. 

“Less than one-half of adult men are 
getting 1,000 me of daily calcium as 
recommended by the National 
Institutes of Health. If you are 65, you 
should be consuming around 1,500 mg 
of calcium,” says Dr. Lindsay. “The 
NOF advises people to get as much cal-

cium as they can through the diet. If 
that isn’t possible, then use a supple- 
ment.” 

While osteoporosis cannot be 
cured, it can be prevented and suc- 
cessfully treated. 

“Men need to discuss their risk fac- 
tors with their physicians, and most 


importantly, make the necessary 
lifestyle changes,” Dr. Lindsay says. 
“Exercise. Don’t smoke. Limit your 
alcohol. And get enough calcium.”

Help for a common male problem 


A new treatment system for impo- 
tence has recently received marketing 
clearance from the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA). 

The treatment will be marketed 
under the name MUSE (alprostadil) and 
is expected to offer new hope to the 
approximately 10 to 20 million men in 
the United States who suffer from mod- 
erate to complete erectile dysfunction, 
more commonly known as impotence. 


According to Tom F. Lue, M.D., pro- 
fessor of urology, University of 
California, the new treatment is a sig- 
nificant advancement over current 
therapies because it is a convenient 
and effective approach to treating the 
problem. 

Current treatments consist of penile 
prosthetic implants, vacuum devices 
or needle injections of vasoactive sub- 


stances into the penis, including 
alprostadil, a medication which 
increases penile blood flow. The MUSE 
treatment is based on the discovery 
that the urethra, although an excretory 
duct, can absorb certain medications, 
in this case alprostadil, a vein dilator. 
MUSE is a small non-injectable, dis- 
posable plastic applicator containing a 
micro-suppository of medication. The 
most common side effect, in studies of 
the system was mild penile pain occur- 
ring in 11 percent of administrations. 


According to Francois Eid, M.D., 
professor of urology, Cornell 
University School of Medicine, the new 
treatment system is very effective for 
all causes of erectile dysfunction, 
including vascular disease, diabetes, 
abdominal surgery and trauma and 
other organic conditions. (NAPS)

Magnesium helps nerves and mus- 
cles function.

Hormone therapy increases 
life expectancy for most 
postmenopausal women 


ven among women at risk for 


breast cancer, the presence of 


even one risk factor for coro- 

nary heart disease (CHD) tips 
the balance in favor of hormone 
replacement therapy (HRT), according 
“to an article in a recent issue of The 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association JAMA). 


Nananda F. Col, M.D., M.P.P., from 
New England Medical Center and Tufts 
University School of Medicine, Boston, 
Mass., and colleagues studied 2,983 
women aged 30 to 74 for 12 years to 
examine the effect of HRT on life 
expectancy in postmenopausal 
women. They estimated the lifetime 
risks of developing CHD, breast cancer, 
ship fractures, and endometrial cancer 
and analyzed the impact of hormone 
therapy on disease incidence. 


The authors write: “Our model pre- 
dicts that HRT should increase the aver- 
age life expectancy of most post- 
menopausal women. The only women 
not expected to gain from this treat- 
ment are those at greatest risk for 
breast cancer and the least risk for 
CHD ... These findings suggest that

HRT may be appropriate for a broader 
population than is currently recom- 


mended by the American College of

The researchers state: “Hormone 
replacement therapy should increase 
the life expectancy of most women, 
with gains up to 41 months (a 15 per- 
cent gain for women at greatest risk for 
CHD and lowest risk for breast cancer) 
.. Approximately half of the gains in 
life expectancy anticipated from life- 
long therapy accrue after 10 years of 
treatment, and 75 percent of gains 
accrue after 20 years.” 

Gains in life expectancy associated 
with HRT were 10 percent to 25 per-

cent lower for black women than 
white women. 


Current epidemiological data sug- 


gest that HRT increases the risk of 


breast cancer and endometrial cancer, 
while decreasing the risks of coronary 
heart disease and hip fracture. 


Although most women confronting 
this decision often fear breast cancer 
more than heart disease, more 
American women die from each year 
from heart disease than from any other 
cause, including breast cancer. 


One in two postmenopausal women 
will develop heart disease compared to 
the 1-in-8 lifetime probability of devel- 
oping breast cancer. Breast cancer 
claims 43,000 lives per year in the U.S.: 
CHD kills 233,000; and nearly 65,000 
women die from hip fractures annual- 
ly, according to the article. 


The researchers observed: 
“Physicians may be reluctant to pre- 
scribe HRT if more weight is placed on 
errors of commission (breast cancer) 
than on errors of omission (CHD and 
osteoporosis). Additionally, physicians’ 
concern about the potential medicole- 
gal implications of initiating a therapy 
that may induce breast cancer may also 
affect prescribing.”

The authors recommend using the 
decision analytic model to synthesize 
the best currently available informa- 
tion, using life expectancy as an under- 
standable scale to measure the benefits 
and losses according to individual 
patient risk profiles, and then encour- 
aging the patient to factor in their own 
preferences. 


The researchers conclude: “While 
our results suggest that most women 
would live longer with hormone 
replacement therapy, the extent to 
which an individual woman would pre- 
fer to avoid breast cancer, CHD, or hip 
fracture will affect her decision. The 
results of our analyses should help 
women to balance these personal val- 
ues against the anticipated gains in life 
expectancy resulting from hormone 
replacement therapy.”
